Harrisburg May 26 < AP *.—Penn­ 
sylvania legislative leaders—Dem o­ 
cratic and Republican — generally 
share the opinion that a special re­ 
lief session of the Legislature is in­ 
evitable—but not until after the No­ 
vember election 
That was shown today by a sur­ 
vey of major party chieftains in the 
Senate and House conducted since 
state fiscal officers revealed the D e­ 
partment of Public Assistance has! 
spent $81.200.000 of the $138,000,000; 
appropriated for the biennium end­ 
ing May 31, 1939. 
Governor Earle has stated that the ! 
relief funds would be exhausted by j 
December, at the present rate of ex- , 
penditure. unless the federal gov­ 
ernment provides additional money 
for a state public works program. 
Most emphatic on the subject of j 
an 
extraordinary 
session 
of 
the 
General Assembly was Senator Ed- j 
ward J. Thompson. Centre county 
Democrat 
and 
an 
administration 
stalwart. 
“I don't see how Pennsylvania can 
avoid a special session of the Legis­ 
lature for the purpose of providing 
more relief funds." he said. 
"How­ 
ever, I am convinced it won t be 
called until after the November elec­ 
tion. 
It just wouldn't be politically 
expedient.” 
Thompson added that, regardless 
of the "serious" problem of caring 
for the Com m onwealths needy for 
the remainder of the biennium the 
Governor .should call an extra session 
•to take advantage of federal funds 
available for a state school building 
program." 
"If the President's ‘pump-priming' 
proposal 
goes 
through 
Congress, 
Pennsylvania could share to the ex­ 
tent of $75,000,000 for school pur­ 
poses alone,” he said, "but not un­ 
less the Legislature passes a law au­ 
thorizing the general state authority 
to include schools in its institutional 
building program " 
Clarence J, Buckman, of

“but I don’t think it would be called 
until after the general election in 
the fall.”
